Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply . 


Tlie  whole  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  the  Manchester 
Corporation  mains.  The  supply  in  all  cases  is  direct  to  the  house 

During  the  year'  the  supply  has  been  constant  and  satisfactory^ 
in  quality  and  quantity,  Th,e  follov;ing  information  was  supplied 
by  the  engineer  to  the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterv/orks. 

110  samples  of  v/ater  on  distribution  were  examined 
bacteriologically  and  101  of  these  were  free  from  Coliform 
bacteria. 

The  water  supply  is  neutralised  with  hydrated  lime  to  a pH 
value  «)f  7.0  to  7,5  and  the  lead  content  of  the  v/ater  after 
standing  overnight (roughly  18  hours)  in  contact  with  lead 
service  pipes  does  not  exceed  0,2  p.p.m.  as  lead(Pb). 

No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  #f  any  form  of  contam- 
ination. 


Sewe rage  & Drainage . 


Small  amounts  of  defective  drains  and  sewers  have  been  found 
and  remedied  during  the  year. 

Nov/  lengths  of  sev;er  were  provided  on  the  Council  Housing  Site. 

With  the  exception  of  7 outlying  cottages  the  whole  of  the 
district  is  on  the  ./ntor  carriage  system* 

Smoke  Abatement? 

No  complaints  I'ave  been  received  and  no  action  h^g  teen 
necessary  during  the  year* 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  and  Other  Insect  Pests . 

No  cases  of  bug  infestation  were  discovered  during  the  year, 

1 8 Wasps  nests  wore  destroyed.  The  Departments  help  was  asked 
for  in  the  elimination  of  other  pests  when  D.D. T. , Gammexane  and 
other  remedies  v/oro  supplied. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Very  few  cases  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  occurred 
during  the  Year.  In  most  cases  they  were  treated  at  home. 

Factories. 

No  action  has  been  necessary. 

Inspection  of  Food . 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  There  are  seven  producers  in  the  area.  These 

premises  were  constantly  inspected.  No  adulteration  has  been 
reported  and  no  action  has  been  necessary. 

(h ) Inspe  gfcion  of  Meat  & Other  Foods.  Frequent  visits  of 
inspection  to  food  shops  were  made. 

There  is  only  one  Butchers  shop  in  the  area, the  meat  being 
obtained  from  Altrincham, 


No  animals  i^ave  1:6611  slaugliter6d  for  N-uman  consumption  in 
tile  district. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  "Pood  Poisoning"  reported  in  t^e 
district.

Slaug'iiter  of  Animals  Act  19  33 

There  are  no  registered  slaughter  houses  or  knackers  yards 
in  the  area. 

One  licence  to  slaughter  is  in  force. 

R odent  Contr_ol , 

Under  the  Rats  & Mice  (Destruction)  Acts  1919  the  County 
Council  are  responsible  for  the  enforcraent  of  the  Act. 

The  County  Oouaeal  have  delegated  their  powers  to  this  Coun 
cil  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  acts  as  rhe  Rodent  Officer. 

Two  of  the  Coujicll's  workmen  have  attended  courses  of  inst- 
ruction in  Rodent  Control  and  their  services  are  utilised  in 
this  work  as  and  v/uen  required. 

The  Ministry  of  P"Oods  recommended  methods  are  used. 

Sewer  test  are  taken  at  6 monthly  intervals  and  the  results 
have  been  gratifying. 

The  Council’s  Refuse  Tip, Sewage  Parm  and  Towns  Yard  are 
baited  monthly  as  a routine  matter  and  at  other  times  if  found 
Noun  ■■?cry. 

No  serious  infestations  have  heeni  found  or  reported.  The 
usual  cases  reported  are  of  occasional  rats  infesting  hen  runs, 
these  ‘'oi-e  usually  been  found  in  the  outlyimg  districts  and  are 
speetily  dealt  v/ith.
